U. S. Court of Appeals ruled today 
that the 11 top American commu- 
nists convicted of conspiracy may 
be released in bail pending appeal 
of their case.

each and four in $30,000 bail apiece.

that their total bail be set at $1,- 
000,000.

Rome, Nov. ' — (/P) —. Francesco 


Cardinal Magmaggi, 70, one of the 
op administrators in the Vatican, 
died early today after a heart at- 
ack. 


Cardinal Magmaggi, elevated to 
the Sacred college in 
1935, 
was 


prefect of the congregation of the 
council. He directed the 
applica- 


ion and enforcement of decrees of 
,he council of 
trent 
and 
other 
church laws. 


His death reduces the member- . 


ship of the College of Cardinals to s 
54. The full membership is 70. 


The body of the cardinal will lie 


in state in a room of his 
apart- 


ment 
until 
Saturday 
afternoon, 


when the coffin will be sealed by 
Monsignor Enrico Dante, in charge 
of Vatican ceremony. A lead tube 
containing Cardinal Margmaggi's 
life's record will be placed in the 
coffin. 


Funeral services will be 
held 


Monday at St. Cecilia's church in 
Rome, of which 
Cardinal 
Mag- 


maggi was titular head. 
Burial 


will be at Rome's Verano ceme- 
tery. 


Cardinal Margmaggi was born in

congress for an increase of 25 per 
cent or more in some taxes if he 
\yants to balance the budget that 
way, 
government figures' showed 
;oday. 


Despite advance notice of oppo- 


sition in congress, Mr. Truman has 
indicated he will ask for more rev- 
enues. He says it is necessary to 
help cover the $5,500,000,000 in red 
ink pending he has estimated for 
the year ending next June 30. 


To raise even that amount pf ad- 


ditional revenue, congressional ex- 
perts said Mr. Truman probably 
will be forced to ask for sharp in 
creases in individual and corpora 
tion income taxes.
